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Sanitation Swimming Pools 


At this season of the year the State Department 
of Public Health is the recipient of many requests 
relative to the sanitation of swimming pools. In 
order to supply this demand the regulations of the 
State Board of Public Health governing the sanita- 
tion, safety and cleanliness of public swimming pools 


are reproduced herewith. Under the Swimming Pool 


Act of 1917 as amended in 19381 these regulations 
promulgated by the State Board of Public Health 
are made enforceable by local and state health officers. 
The regulations apply to all public bathing dressing 
rooms, bathhouses, and to all swimming pools that 
are entirely artificial in construction and are at 
any time open to the public. This includes commer- 
cial pools, realty subdivision and community pools, 
as well as pools in hotels, resorts, automobile camps, 
apartments, clubs, and in private and public schools. 
They do not apply to private pools maintained by an 
individual for the use of his family and friends. 
Following are the —— referred to: 


l. Submission of Plans. 


The owner or accredited - engineer or architect of any new 
pool, dressing rooms and change rooms shall submit plans 
thereof to the local health officer where the pool is to be built 
for his examination and approval in advance of issuance of 
building and plumbing permit, or if no building permit is 
required, then in advance of construction. The health officer 
shall thereupon file with the State Board of Public Health 
notice of approval of the plans as meeting the regulations herein, 
or of their rejection with reasons for the rejection. The owner 
shaH notify the health officer of the completion of said works 
at least one week in advance of placing them. in operation. 


ll. Water Supply. 


Every swimming pool shall be sn we an adequate 
water supply including such water purification works as may 
be necessary so that (a) the water in the pool shall at all times 
of use be sufficiently bright and clear that the body of a bather 
or an object simulating it on the bottom of the pool in its 
deepest part will be plainly visible from the edge of the pool 
surrounding the deep end; and (b) the bacterial condition of 
water in the pool and of water as admitted to the pool shall 
be such that at all times, including times of intense use of the 
pool, samples of water taken from any part of the pool will 
not contain more than 1000 bacteria per cubic centimeter when 


plated on standard Agar medium for 24 hours at 37° C., nor 


B. Coli in more than one of two one cubic centimeter portions 


of water when confirmed on solid medium. Samples are to de 


collected, stored and analyzed according to latest Standard 
Methods of the American Public Health Association for the 


examination of water. 


Whenever disinfection of the water by chlorine or chlorine 
compounds is depended on for bacterial safety, tests for the pres- 
ence of free or excess chlorine shall be made at least twice 
daily ‘by the operator, to insure the maintenance of free chlorine 
adequate for disinfection in all parts of the pool whenever it 
is in use. 

The sides and bottom of the pool shall be kept free of ‘slime 
and moss which may cause unnecessary slipperiness and danger 
of drowning. 


Floating scum and sputum shall not be allowed to accumulate | 


in the pool and means shall be prowieee for ats constant, or at 
least its daily, removal. | 

Water added to any swimming pool or to. any part of ‘the 
swimming pool piping system, from a domestic or drinking 
water system, shall be added overhead with a free overfall in 
_order to prevent, under all circumstances, backing up of swim- 
“ming pool water or drainage into any drinking water system, as 
may occur under conditions of reduced pressure or vacuum con- 
ditions in the drinking water piping. 

Unless water repurification is to:be utilized, one sieciaieiee ‘a 
new swimming pool should have available. and be able to use.a 
supply of clean, clear water adequate to.fill the pool over night, 
and be able: to fill the pool at least twice a week; this in erder 
to have a. clear; sanitary body of water which will meet these 
Regulations. 

If the available water supply is not apt to meet such aaah. 
cations, for both quantity and quality- (as-is generally the case), 
installation of a recirculation system with filtration, and works 
for disinfection of ‘the water, are highly recommended to main- 
tain the water in a clean, clear and bacterially safe condition. 
The construction ofa ‘swimming: pool is inadvisable where. the 
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available water supply is limited or costly or if it is not thor- 
oughly clear and clean, unless the system includes water repuri- 
fication works. 

For the removal of floating scum, the construction of a nar- 
row, deep scum gutter, placed in the sidewall all around the 
pool, is highly recommended. This gutter also serves as a hand 
rail. The gutter should not be built in the top of the wall 
because then it is apt to become a dirty, open drainway. In 
the case of an existing gutter in the top of the wall, special 
wee Shall be taken to keep it clean and sanitary. 3 


Safety Measures. 


Construction, appliances and operation shall be such as to 
reduce to a practical minimum the danger of drowning and of 
injury to bathers from falls or collisions. Pools should be con- 
structed of concrete, masonry or tile. The sides of the pool 
should be vertical and have a smooth finish. In future pools 
pitch of floors should be not over 1 foot in 12 feet where the 
depth of water is under five feet, this being the usual limit of 
wading depth.

Each pool shall also be provided with well-drained sidewalks 
of cement, tile or terra cotta or other impervious material 
whose surface is rough enough to minimize slipping thereon. 
Width of walks around the pool and in hallways should be at 
least four feet. A greater width, however, is recommended. 
Walks shall be laid to drain to the scum gutter or other drain- 


way not easily accessible to bathers. Pitch should be at least 


8 inch per foot. Use of a curb surrounding a pool is inad- 


visable in future unless the walk behind it drains to the rear > 


to a gutter or drain openings to which bathers have no access. 
Convenient stairs or ladders, preferably with treads rather 

than rungs, whereby the bathers may quickly leave the water 

shall be provided at each pool. 

| Low diving boards should not be placed over water having a 

depth of less than 6 feet 6 inches, but a greater depth of at 


least 7 feet for a distance of, say 10 feet in front of such. 


spring boards is advisable for safety. Diving stands for high 
dives should not be placed over water having a depth off less 
than 8 feet 6 inches. : 

All pools used at night shall be provided with an adequate 
system of artificial lighting that will illuminate all parts of the 
pool and the water therein. 

One or more convenient and substantial life buoys, having 
at least 60 feet of rope attached and neatly coiled, and such 
other rescue devices as may be practicable shall be kept avail- 
able for immediate use. A first-aid kit containing aromatic 
‘spirits of ammonia, tincture of iodine, sterile gauze, absorbent 
cotton, surgeon’s plaster and bandages of various widths, scissors 
and applicators, shall be provided in a convenient place for 
emergency use, preferably where first aid may be administered. 

One or more qualified life guards, having no other duty to 


perform at the time, shall be on lifeguard duty at each pool for 


which an admission or special use fee is charged, whenever the 
pool is open for public use. Life guards should be in good 
physical condition, and possess demonstrated proficiency in life 
saving. Other pools to which these Regulations apply should 
provide such other lifeguard service as is reasonable and prac- 
ticable to minimize danger of drowning. 


IV. Sanitary Facilities. 


Adequate and proper toilets, urinals and showers for each 
sex shall be provided within all dressing room buildings, or in 
the absence of a dressing room building, then in close proximity 
to the pool. All change rooms shall have adequate toilets and 
urinals for each sex. Such facilities should be located in close 
proximity to aisles as they approach the swimming place. 
Except in the case of change rooms, the rooms in which such 
facilities are placed should open to interior hallways or aisles, 
and not to the swimming pool proper. ee | 

Toilets shall be of a waterflush type whenever possible, 
and shall be provided with means for the sanitary disposal of 
the sewage. Use of privies shall not be allowed. Chemical 
toilets may be used provided there are means of disposing of 
the contents without menace to health or the creation of a 
nuisance. 

At least one en and one sanitary fixture should be pro- 
vided for each 80 dressing rooms and/or lockers. 

Floors in men’s toilet and urinal rooms should pitch at least 

2 inch per foot to floor drains located at the rear of the room, 
to prevent undue contact between the feet of bathers and the 
soiled floors. Floor finish shall be smooth-finished cement mor- 
tar, tile or other impervious floor finish. 

Sanitary drinking fountains utilizing the slanting jet prin- 
ciple with surrounding guard, and under adequate pressure, 
should be provided at convenient points. 


V. Sanitation of Premises. 


Construction. Walks and floors of change rooms, dressing 
rooms, and of hallways, which are apt to be wet, should be con- 
structed of roughened cement, tile, or other impervious mate- 
rial, and should be devoid of cracks or crevices. Such walks 
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and floors should be laid on an even pitch of at least § inch 
per foot. All floors should drain into covered sanitary drain- | 
ways and preferably to basement-type floor drains. A system 
of water piping with frequent hose bibs should be provided to 
enable the flushing of all floors. 

Buildings should be constructed and finished in a workmanlike 
manner. Interior surfaces should be smooth finished and kept 
painted with heavy coats of paint, preferably light-colored. 
There should be adequate ventilation and artificial or natural 
lighting throughout, including toilet and dressing rooms. Dress- 
ing rooms should be roomy and not front onto the pool but 
instead onto hallways. 

Waste water from the pool and its operations shall be disposed 
of in a sanitary manner, and without polluting sources of drink- 
ing water. 

Spectators should be kept separate from bathers, and spec- 
tators’ galleries should be built to prevent fouling of the pool 
water by dust and debris from the galleries. 

Public swimming pools should be kept enclosed so that 
bathers do not have access to unclean surfaces, such as earth, 
lawns or artificial sand beaches, from which the bathers may 
track dirt and offensive material back to the pool. 

Operation. The premises throughout shall be kept in a clean, | 
orderly and sanitary condition, well ventilated, airy and well 
lighted. Toilets shall be kept properly serviced with a supply 
of toilet paper. Toilet seats shall be kept in good repair. 
Lockers and receptacles used to hold clothing of bathers shall 
be kept clean and in sanitary condition. 

Open cracks and depressions in floors in which water may 
stand should be repaired promptly. Floors should be hosed down 
at least daily and in addition it is urged that a strong chloride 
solution or other fungicide be applied as a means of trying to 
prevent the spread of foot ringworm disease. 

Matting, whether of rubber, fiber, or cocoa, should not be used 
unless it is thoroughly dried out each day. Matting on spring 
boards should be thoroughly disinfected each day or removed 
and dried out before reuse. Used suits shall be gathered up 
promptly and not allowed to litter the premises. 

- In the event bathers are permitted to leave the premises, there 


should be provided at each aisle through which bathers are 
obliged to pass before returning to the pool a foot trough or 


troughs with ample running water to keep contents clean, and 
there should be an overhead shower. Construction of a special 
foot trough, in order that effective disinfectants or fungicides 


to destroy foot ringworm may be employed, should be provided 
in future pools. 


Vi. Laundering 


Bathing suits and towels shall be clean and free of excessive 
bacterial contamination. They shall be thoroughly washed, 
rinsed and dried after each use, and when issued shall be in a. 
condition equal to that produced by commercial sane tee. 


Vil. Diseased Persons and Personal Regulations 


No person having a communicable disease shall be employed 
in any capacity. All persons known to be, or suspected by the 
health officer or the management of being, afflicted with an 
infectious disease or suffering from a cough, cold, fever, sores, 
or wearing bands or bandages, shall be excluded from the pool 
except on presentation of a written permit of current date from 


the local health officer. 


Common towels, drinking cups, and combs shall not be per- 
mitted. 

Notices should be kept posted in each dressing room and 
about the premises requesting the bather to make use of the 
toilets and showers before entering the pool, urging him to 
avoid spitting, spouting, and blowing the nose in the pool or 
on the sidewalks, and demanding that he refrain from rough 
and boisterous play. The management may also desire to urge 
the wearing of sandals to lessen the danger of foot ringworm 
infection and its spread. Such notices may also warn the 
bathers that persons having colds, head or ear infections should 


not swim or dive on account of the danger of spread of disease 


to others and because the infection may be forced into the 
sinuses or ears, and result in serious if not fatal complications. 


Vill. Operating Control. 


Each swimming pool should be operated under the close super- 
vision of one or more experienced, capable operators, having 
common sense and good judgment. Records of operation to 
show the degree of compliance with these Regulations should 
be kept. Such records should be in the custody of the person 
in charge of the establishment at the time so that they may 
readily be inspected by the health officer on demand.

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SWIMMING POOL CROSS-CONNECTION RULE 
REVISED 

At its meeting of May 26, 1936, the State Board 
of Public Health revised a section of the State 
Swimming Pool Regulations to permit the use of 
property installed double check valves or other 
protective devices so long as they reliably prevent 
the introduction of swimming pool water into the 
domestic water supply piping. It is expected that 
each pool where it is planned to use this scheme in 
the water supply system there will first be determined 
the requirements of the local water department in 
the protection of its system against such foreign 
water. 

Heretofore, it iis been mandatory that domestic 
water added to a swimming pool must be added over- 
head ‘‘with a free overfall.’’ This, of course, is 
the ideal method of preventing return of swimming 
pool water into the drinking water system and the 
revised rules advocate it wherever possible. The only 


advantages in the revision of the rules are to permit — 


the use of city pressure in the better washing of 
swimming pool filters, and in many existing pools 
where it is found difficult to change submerged feed 
lines laid in conerete, owners may now conform to 
the regulations with comparative ease, provided the 
double check valve installation is acceptable to the 
local water department.

‘*Tf we take the number of babies conceived in the 
womb of the women of this nation (Great Britain) 
who might be born, we have 938,000. The number 
that succeeds in getting born is about 800,000. This 
is not a good beginning. It means that 138,000 have 


not sufficient vitality to get themselves born; it also 


means that the mothers were not properly fed and 
properly instructed. Of the 800,000 who do manage 
to enter the world, 100,000 die before they are one 


year old. This means dirty milk or no milk at all— 


We 
drop 100,000 before the age of fifteen, just before 
they are becoming industrial producers and available 
for military service, and, of the remainder who do 
crow up, we find that another 100,000 have to be 
rejected for military service because they are unfit.
